The Arrested Marauders Have a Pre- 
liminary Hearing.

Ireland. 

CORK, August 13.—The police have removed 
the remainder of the arms from the Juno. A 
number of gags were found on the wharf. 
The boats were pulled with muffled oars. 

It was no secret there were arms on board 
the ship Juno lying in the harbor. All the 
marauders were armed with revolvers. The 
six men arrested were before the Magistrate 
yesterday. They belong to Cork and were 
unable to give an account of their presence 
atthe passage. They were remanded for 
trial. What is regarded as the most remarka- 
ble circumstance connected with the affair is 
that while the boats were leaving, and still in 
view from the vessel, no alarm was given by 
the captain orjrevenue officer on board at the 
time of the robbery. The patrol were on the 
road outside the dock wall only twenty-five 
yards from the ship and the slightest alarm 
would have reached them. 

AN UNEASY FEELING. 

The police at Black Rock Village, between 
Passage and Cork, patrolling at 4 yesterday 
morning, saw two boats passing up the river 
containing a number of men whom they rec- 
ognized as belonging to Cork. At this time 
the Black Rock police had net heard of the 
rcbbery. The occurremce has produced an 
uneasy feeling in the neighborhood, as it re- 
calls to mind the Fenian disturbances and 
shows that elements of disorder still exist.

Specie Payments—A Reduction of State 
and National Taxes Demanded. 


SARATOGA, N. V., August 13.—Chairman 
Coe, of the Pxecutive Council, Bankers’ As- 
sociation, stated to the convention that some 
solicitude bad been expressed whether the 
subject of [the mitigation of national and 
State taxes was receiving that attention of 
the Executive Council its importance de- 
mands. The committee requested himto say 
they are using all honorabie means to secure 
this object. They regard it as paramount to any 
other duty entrusted to them, and they are 
diligently pursuing it in all reasonable and 
proper ways, and with hope of success. 
A BANKRUPT LAW WANTED. 

A resolution wus passed in favor of the 
immediate enactment of a national bankrupt 
law of such a character as to discourage fraud 
and afford ready and efticient relief to honest 
debtors and place all creditors wherever 
located, upon equal footing,with uniformity of 
administration throughout the country, and 
secure prompt and equitable distribution of 
the assets of insolvent estates at the lowest 
possible cost. Also that the law include a 
judicious system of composition,whereby set- 
tlement may be effected in proper 
cases upon satisfactory termsto the majority 
of creditors without the delay and expense in- 
eidental to full bankruptcy proceedings. The 
Executive Council was requested to take 
measures for urging Congress to pass this 


law. 
SPECIE PAYMENTS. 


George A. Butler, of Comnecticut, read a 
paper onthe question of specie payments and 
the relation which it bears to other great finan- 
cial questions. 

OTHER TOPICS. 

Edward Atkinson read a paper on the 
industrial growth of the country and the chief 
causes which have produced it.

The resolution of- 
fered by the Executive Council was adopted 
asking (ongress to stop the coinage of $2,000,900 
to $4,000,000 silver monthly as tending 
to derange business and likely to ultimately 
result in the embarrassment of Government 
Treasury exportation of gold to foreign coun- 
tries and general financial complication.

Mr. Oldcastie (a nom de 
plume for a young writer on society papers 
and related to one of our greatest painters) 
gossips sgreeably about press affairs and lite- 
rary men. This is his first book. Never did 
author make his debut in more tasteful or 
characteristic style. It is quite as exquisite 
an adaptation of old printing with modern 
notions. Mr. Oldcastle warns literary begin- 
ners against “amateur magazines” and agen- 
cies professing to be able to place literary 
work. There are many of these **traps” in 
London, and I am tolathat tbe victims occa- 
sionally include American writers who hope 
to find their first literary market in Londoa. 
Dickens earliest work, we are told, is lost in 
the Old Monthly Magazine, Thackeray’s in 
the Constitutional. John Ruskin's first editor 
was a clerk im tbe Crown ollice, and it was in 
his Friendsbip’s Offering the great art critic 
did his first work, mostly in the 
shape of verses. Samuel Smies 
malle his ° appearance in the now 
„ defunct Edinburgu Weekly Chronicle. Hep- 
worth Dixon wrote first in a small provincial 
journal, and for some years Was editor of un 
Obscure paper at Cheltenham. Charles Dick- 
ens began life as a reporter; so did Justin 
McCarthy; so likewise have the best and most 
reliable journalists of the age. Douglas Jer- 
rold was a printer; so were Franklin, Horace 
Greelev, Bennett and Artemus Ward. Many 
of the el which Thackeray pub- 
lished late in life had been ‘‘declined with 
thanks by editors and publishers. ‘‘Robin- 
son Crusoe,“ as well as **Vanity Fair.“ went 
begging through the circle of English pub- 
lishers before acceptance came at last, and 
with it fame and profit to all concerned. One 
publisber refused to give $125 for Tom 
Jones, which, purcbased by amore enter- 
prising tradesman, realized for him during 
his lifetime a profit of 500, (00. Jane Eyre“ 
is a more recent case iu point. Even Carlyle, 
after being *“‘edited’’ out of all recognition iu 
the Edinburgh Review was finally rejected as 
acontiibutor altogether. Every publisher to 
wham the autbor offered it refused King- 
lake’s “Fothen.’’ Motley's Dutch Repus- 
lie“ was returned with thanks” by the first 
publisher to whom he submitted it; so also 
was Carly'e’s **French Revolution.“ Even 
George FE.iot found it difficu't to get along 
until she found amasculine advocate in the 
late George Hewry Lewes. Charles Lamb 
uscd to get sixpence apiece for paragraphs in 
the Morning Post. Ordinary writers get six- 
pence a line for notes in the Pall Mali Gazette, 
und Tennyson receives a guinea a line for his 
verses in any magazme he may choose to hon- 
or with his contributions. Ido not cull the 
whole of these items from Mr. Oldcastle’s 
book, but I find the author suggestive. He is 
not only gossipy himself, but the cause of 
gossip in others. He suggests. He says 
George Eiiot received $40,000 for“ Romola.“ 
IT know the statement to be true, and I also 
know that the pubiishers have not vet seen 
half their money beck. Mr. James Payn re- 
ceives $12 and more fora magazine page of 
fiction, but only $5 for the Nineteenth Cen- 
tury. Mr. Oldcastle says that is Kaowles’ 
regulation price, yet a friend of mine received 
$250 for less than thirty pages. The highest 
general pav on the regular monthly magazines 
is $5a page. When the late Shirley Brooks 


and Yom Taylor wrote for me in 
the Gentleman’s I never paid them 
less than $10 a page. Punch's minia- 


ture pocket-book, with a page about the size 
of your hand, is paid for at the rate of 25 a 
page. Eight or ten years ago I was myself 
paid at that rate for some burlesque verses on 
The Belle.“ Poetry, like fiction, has an ex- 
ceptional experience. Until last year, Ten- 
nyson received $20,000 a year for his copy- 
rights; but Mr. Oldcastle says ' there is only 
room for ene Tennyson atatime.’’ Walter 
Scott received over $10,000 for The Lady of 
the Lake,’’ but Scott had to abandon poetry 
when Lord Byron appeared; ana while Lord 
Byron was calculating one morning that he 
bad mede $120,000 by poetry, Shelley was 
complaining of the printer’s bill, waich be 
und to defray out of bis own pocket.

Arnold’s ‘‘*Light of 
Asia’’ will hardly bring him in as much asa 
dozen political leaders ‘thrown off?’ for the 
Daily Telegraph. Journalism is handsomely 
und in London; witness the writers of the 
Times, the coirespondents of the News and 


the Telegraph.

PLAZA OR ST. MARK’S. 


Mr. Ruskin’s Beautiful Word-Picture 
of the Beautiful Church. 
[From the Stories of Venice. | 


Beyond those troops of ordered arches 
there rises a vision out of the earth, and all 
the great square seems to have opened from 
it in a kind of awe, that we — see it far 
away—a multitude of pillars and white domes, 
clustered into a long, low pyramid of colored 
light; a err it seems, partly of 
gold and partiy of opal and mother- of- pearl, 
hallowed beneath iuato five great vaulted 
porches, ceiled with fair mos ie, and beset 
with scu/pture of alabaster, ciear as amber 
and delicate as ivorv, sculpture fantastic and 


involved, of palm leaves un! lil- 
ies, and grapes and pomegran- 
ates, aid birds clinging sud fluttering 
among the branches, all twined to- 


gether into an endless net-work of buds and 
plumes; and, in the midst of it, the soiemn 
forms of angels, sceptered, and robed by the 
feet, and leaning to each othes across the 
gates, their figures indistinct among the 
gleaming of the golden ground through the 
leaves beside them, interrupted and dim 
Uke the morning light as it faded back among 
the branches of Eden, when first its gates 
were angel-guarded long ago. And round 
the walls of the porches there are set pillars 
of variegated stones, jasper and porphvry, 
and deep green serpentine spotted with flakes 
of snow, and marbles, that half refuse and 
balf yield to the sunshine, Cleopatra-like, 
„their bluest veins to kiss’’—the shadow, 
as it steals back from them, reveal- 
ing line after line of azure undulatiof, 
as a receding tide leaves the waved 
sand; their capitals rich with interwoven 
tracery, rooted knots of herbage, and drifting 
leaves of acanthus and vine, and mystical 
signs, all beginning and ending in the Cross; 
and above them, in the broad archivolts, a 
continuous chain of language and of life— 
angels, and the signs of heaven, and the labors

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FAST TRAINS. 
The Rate of Railway Speed in Great 
Britain. 
| From the New York Herald. | 

The“ Flying Scotchman”? is one of the four 
fastest trains run on English railways. Tae 
distance from London to Edinburgh is 397 
miles, and is made in 9 hours and 30 minutes, 
or at the rate of 42 miles per hour, inciuding 
stops: Overthe portion of the road between 
London and Peterborough the distance of 
761-4 miles is made inl hour and 32 min- 
utes, or at the rate of 50 miles per hour. An- 
other well known fast train is the Flying 
Dutchman,“ on the London and Southwest 
ern Railway, which makes the distance from 
London to Plymouth, 246 1-2 miles,in 6 hours 
and 15 minutes, or ut the rate of 42 miles an 
hour, the same speed as that of the Flying 
Scotchman.” A faster train than either of 
these is that on the Northwestern Railway 
known as the Wild Irishman,” which runs 
from London to Holyhead, a dis- 
tance of 268 miles, in 6 hours and minutes, 
or at the rate of 45 miles per hour, includ- 
ing stops. These are the three longest routes 
over Which fast trains are run in Great Brit- 
ain. There are several shorter routes over 
which much better time is made, notably the 
route from London to Swindon, on the Great 
Western Railway, a distance of 77 1-4 miles, 
which is made in 1 hour and 27 minutes, or 
at the rate of 551-2 miles an hour. This is 
the fastest time made on any of the English 
railways. The last accident to the Scotch ex- 
press occurred during a heavy snowstorm on 
the evening of Friday, January 21, 1876, when 
it ran at full speed into à coal train which 
was being shunted at Abbot’s Ripton, a few 
miles from Huntingdon. The engine of the 
express was driven across the down line of 
rails to the bank, where it fell over up- 
on its broadside, and the line was covered 
with debris. Amid the confusion and excite- 
ment of the terrible scene which followed, the 
factthat an express train ‘rom London to 
Leeds was due was forgotten. Having no 
knowlecge of what had taken place, the driver 
of the Leeds express camé up at full speed 
and dasbed with great violence into the broken 
carriages of the Scotch train which had previ- 
ously been thrown upon the down line. A 
scene of indescribable terror and confusion 
followed, andthe result ofthe two collisions 
was that twelve persons, six ladies and six 
gentlemen, were killed and twenty more or 
less seriously injured, one of whom died. The 
accident was caused by the snow obscuring 
the danger signals or so blocking them that 
they would not act. It is supposed tnat no 
persons were killed in the first collision, nor 
did any passengers in the down express die. 
The whole of the thirteen dead were passen- 
gers by the Scotch express, who were either 
unrescued from the ruinsor were caught un- 
awares by the second train.

six ounces of milk; 10:40 a. m., eight ounces 
of milk: 12:10 p. m., eight ounces of milk, one 
ounce of wine; 1:20 p. m., two large slices of 
watermelon, eight ounces of milk, two ounces 
of wine: 5:20 p. m., one peach, one banana, 
two ources of water; 4p. m., more water- 
melon: 5:45 p. m., eighteen oysters, four 
crackers, two Ounces of wine; Sp. m., six 
ounces of milk. At 9 p.m. he ordered more 
beefsteak and potatoes. All day long Dr. 
Tanner was in excellent spirits. The attend- 
ant physielans agree that he will very soon be 
in as good condition as ever.

FLAT-BOAT DAYS. 


Pioneer Experiences on the Ohio and 
Mississippi. 
From the Indianapolis Journal, Aug. 8. | 

The brave old warrior, Gen. William O. 
Butler, who died last Friday at the advanced 
age of 87, was something more than a soldier. 
He was a poet, and had at times given un- 
doubted evidence of possessing the divine af- 
flatus. His poem commencing— 

O poatman, wind that horn again, 

For never did the listening ir 
* Upon its lambent bosom bear 

So wild, so soft, so sweet a strain, 
will long hold its place among the gems of 
American poetry. But the days wuen the 
only means of transportation on our great 
Western rivers was the flat-boat have passed 
away. It may almost be said to be a thing of 
the past, and hence the fine flavor of Gen. 
Butler’s poem is lost to a great degree to a 
generation who only know of it by tradition. 

A vovage from Pittsburg to New Orleans 
by flatboat was an enterprise once of greater 
peril than a tour around the world is now. It 
was certain to be full of adventure. It re- 
quired months for its accomplishment. A 
shot from the shore by some Indianor reckless 
desperado might terminate abruptly the voy- 
age and the lives of the navigators in blood. 
A moment’s neglect of the steersman might 
wreck the unshapely craft aud all the hopes 
of its owncra hundreds of miles from home 
and in an inhospitable wilderness. There was 
danger everyWhere—in the currents, eddies, 
whirlpools, bayous and snags of the tortuous 
Father of Waters; but there was no less dan- 
ger from the half-civilized dwellers on the 
banks. The outlawed criminals and the des- 
perate adventurers from civilization skulked 
about the shores or prowled with light canoes 
among the bayous and ereeks, watching for 
chances to plunder, even if murder was nec- 
essury to aid them. A flatboat voyage down 
the great rivers was perilous eaough from 
natural causes, even if man’s inhumanity to 
man had not increased the peril. Iu those 
days the Government had not thougit of 
snegboats, and the Mississippi was full of 
half-hidden dangers. The current was con- 
stantly changing. It was easy to be deceived 
into an old channel from which there was no 
return. Bayous were often traps—watery 
culs-de-sac—leading nowhere but to ruin. 
The organized river pirstes and wreckers 
were always on the lookout for unwary voy- 
ages, so that a slight mishap generally ended 
in complete disaster. If, under such circum- 
stances, the flatboatman reached his distant 
home, footsore and weary but penniless, 
months after leaving it, he was lucky. 

In the early days of flatboating a safe re- 
turn, even when the veature had not proved 
financially profitable, was a grand event and 
the occasion of tumultuousjoy. The busi- 
ness bred a certain class who sought it for its 
adventure and dangers as much as for its 
protits. The river pirates metin the flat-boat- 
men of thatearly day a class ready, eager and 
willing forthe fray—a class which, like the 
rancheros of the plains, accounted a trip tame 
and spiritiess if unattended with danger. 
They were rough and ready,careless and care- 
free. Dreamily floating down the Ohio, they 
whiled away with song and dance the lazy 
bours. The boatman’s horn waked the echoes 
from distant hills more musical than steam- 
boat Whistle or that ear-distracting horror, 
the calliope. It was a romantic life, befitting 
the grand scenery and rude time. Ninety 
days on a slowly-moving flat-boat, the scene- 
ry constantly changing but ever wild and 
beautiful, Was a thing never to be forgotten. 
The spice of danger in it gave it zest. Anoc- 
casional adventure with river sharks only re- 
lieved monotony and added interest. 

It is difficult for one looking on the Ohio 
River to realize that once flat-boats, broad- 
horns, the queerest craft that ever floated, 
did all the transportation business from 
its head-waters to New Orleans. A flat-boat, 
scarce moving, with rude arrrangements for 
cooking on deck, almost under water, with 
long Oars awkwardly attached tothe sides, is 
a type of its time almost as grotesque and 
odd as the Viking ship recently dug up in 
Norway. Perhaps one dayit will excite as 
much arcbxological wonder, for it already re- 
calls, a time we fail to understand—a condi- 
tion of society and of our country we can 
scarcely appreciate. The leisure-loving, de- 
liberate, slow-moving flat-boat was fast en- 
ough for its day and people. There was luck 
in its leisure. But the flat-boat has passed 
away, and the boatman never will wind his 
horn again. He sleeps as soundly as the 
warrior-poet,and bis ear is as dead to the sad, 
sweet music of the boatman’s horn. 
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The Scattered Whisky Ring.

Chinese Who Wouldn’t be Counted.

Mr. Suksdorf, General Supervisor of the 
Census for the District of Oregen, states that 
much difficulty has been and is experienced 
in the enumeration of the Chinese. There 
are known to be between 4,500 and 5,000 
Chinese whose residence is in Portland, put 
who are scattered over the country, working 
on railroads and other public improvements. 
itis very difficult to find these Mongolians 
and enumerate them. Oneof the enumera- 
tors Was sent up a short time since to enum- 
erate the Chinese employed on the railroad 
work between John Day and Willow Creek. 
The Chinese refused to give the euumerator 
any information whatever, to answer ques- 
tions or give their names. They were very 
suspicious, and thought the enumerator was 
a tax collector. The only thing he could do 
Was to count them, which he did, and found 
there are employed on that part of the road 
105 Chinamen. Mr. Suksdorf says that there 
are at least 1,000 Chinamen working on the 
Northern Pacific Railroad, whose headquar- 
tersis Portland. Twelve hundred Chinamen 
have already been cnumerated who are work- 
ing among the various fisheries along the 
river. With all possible diligence on the part 
of the enumerators tbey will not be a>le to 
eet ali the Chinese population.

SLAVES IN THE EAST.

Scenes in a Constantinople 
Market Place. 


| Cor. of the Manchester Examiner. | 


The headquarters of the white slave trade 
in Constantinople are in the Bostandchi quar- 
ter, which comprises a number of small, uar- 
row streets between Pera, Galata and Top- 
hane. The trade is conducted almost exclus- 
sively bya tribe of Circassians known as 
Tessirdchis. Families generally“ work to- 
zether. One brother, for example, stops at 

ome and minds the shop, while the other 
goes abroad apd purchases and forwards the 
raw material of the commerce. Negotiations 
with purcbasers are conducted through the 
intermediary of Arab brokers, who call

regularly on their patrons to in- 
quire if they are wanting any- 
thing in black eunuchs or white girls. The 


rendezvous of these gentry is a coffee-house 
in the Bostandcbi quarter, the entry to which 
is strictly forbidden to all save followers of 
the prophet. A white boy, in good health, 
from eight to fourteen years old, costs from 
$180 to $200; if he has any acquirements, 
such, for instance, as a knowledge of cookery 
or other house work, he will command twice 
as much. Agirl under ten years old may be 
bad for $100, while a maiden between twelve 
and sixteen, especially if she can read and 
write and strum a little on the zittar, is 
worth $3,500. A female slave of exceptional 
beauty, young, white, and a virgin—the style 
most in vogue are blondes and black eyes— 
brings from $4,400 to $6,000. For a choice speci- 
men, with a smattering of French, and able 
to play a few airs onthe piano, a rich amateur 
has been knownto pay as much as $12,200. 
But, as may be supposed, the demand for 
articles of this description has greatly fallen 
off since the halcyon time of perpetual loans 
and profuse expenditure. Black slaves, who 
are brought principaily from Africa, are 
either sold direct by the importers to the 
proprietors of harems orto dealers, two of 
whom have extensive marts in Stamboul. 
These two generally keep on hand one hun- 

dred to one hundred and twenty slaves each. 
There are also depots in Scutari and in several 
Villages on the Bosphorus. A strong biack 
slave sells for about $90,a black maiden, 
367 to $75; a full eunuch, $315 to $400, and half 
enunch, $135 to $225. Not the least interest - 
ing part of the account from which I quote is 
the writer’s description of his visit to a slave 
dealer’s den inthe neighborhood of Scutari, 
the exact locality of which he was sworn not 
to reveal. His companion was an Arab broker, 
whom he had to backsheesh heavily for his 
services. He assumed the character and pre- 
sented himself in the garb ofa Hungarian 
renegade officer in the Turkish army, the os- 
tensible object of his visit being the purchase 
of a halaiks or house slave. The slave-dealer’s 


warebouse was a large wooden build- 
ing; the slave dealer himself, a digni- 
fied Turk of the old school, 
bearded, turbaned and loftily polite. 
Pipes and coffee were ef course produced, 


and,after a due interchange of complimentary 
phrases, business began. The dealer’s head 
man, Hassam,agigantic Nubian, was sum- 
moned, and told to bring forth a numberof 
slaves for the inspection of the broker and his 
friend. Thirty negro women of various ages 
and a number of boys werethen led into the 
room. These the broker, who had really a 
com mission to buy two or three slaves, looked 
carefully over, made them open their mouths, 
pinched their ribs, tried their wind, and ex- 
mmined their points“ as a horsedealer 
examines the points of an animal which 
is offered to him for sale. In the end two 
women and one boy were selected as suitable 
for their purpose. Then began a lopg and al- 
most interminable wrangle. The dealer ask- 
ed $900. The broker laugbed him to scorn 
and offered $60. Whereupon the Turk wax- 
ed scornfully indignant, but in consideration 
of the rank of his guests offered to come down 
to $220. Then more coffee and fresh pipes 
were ordered, and, after a tremendous palaver 
and an immense consumption of tobacco, the 
lot was knocked down for $190. The purchase, 
it was agreed, should be sent for and the 
dealer’s little bill settled on the following 


day.

Gunn, he was asked by a visitor what his sen- 
sations were during the fast. 

„suffered most,’’ he said, from depri- 
vation of air. It is difficult to describe how I 
felt. But lack of pure air seemed to have a 
distressimg effect on the gastric nerve. My seu- 
sutions seemed to center in my stomach, but 
it was not apparently a longing for food. I 
could control my stomach to that extent by 
my wil. Isuffered at the stomach froma 
sense of weakness and depression there which 
I can not make you understand very well with 
words. When I held the peeled peach in my 
hands a few minutes before noon yesterday I 
longed to set my teeth in it, but probably with 
no greater intensity than you have often longed 
for a delicious morsel when you have fasted an 
hour or two longer than the ordinary interval 
between meals. Isuffered most atthe first 
partofthe fast. I — on good, pure 
air. It cost me six dollars a day for air. That 
is wbat J had to pay for my carriage rides. 
My experience in this fast was much the 
same that it was in my former fast, except 
that intbis case I suffered more from lack of 
sleep, which was caused by disturbance. 
Some of my watchers were very noisy. 

J have been asked if I dreamed of feasts,”

did not dream at all, because I had no sound 
sleep.

A Stiff Sentence for Contempt.

AMONG THE MORMONS. 


A Polygamous Household and the Mor- 
mon Baby. 
| Utica Cor. tothe New York Times. | 


After riding miles through white sand and 
sage brush, or lava rock and scoria, they are 
deligbtful to contemplate at a distance, and 
more so when landing from the dreadful ve- 
bicle to sit down (if you can) under the vine- 
clad porch, feel the refreshing breeze, and 
listen to the pleasant sound of running water 
which you. feel just like rolling into. All 
Mormon towns are necessarily located where 
wrter can be turned to purpose as it flows 
from the mountain ranges behind them, and 
is turned through the town and diverted to 
the purpose of irrigating gardens and fields 
with water. They make an oasis in the des- 
ert, and wherever it can be found, there some 
bardy pioneer has settled and tills the soil 
and raises bisstock. The extension of the 
Southern Utah Railroad has done much to 
biing remote parts of the territory into 
notice. Hitherto Southern Utah has been al- 
most unknown to thetourist, a few hardy 
miners only having found their way to the 
distant Mormon settlements on mule-back ou 
pro pecting tours. Utah is unquesticnably 
rich in minerals. Its gold, silver, coal and 
salt mines give great wealth to the country, 
which the railroads are „ developing. 
There is a bright outlook for Utah, now 
that prejudice is giving way, and 
Mormon and Gentile fraternize, which 
they do toa much greater extent than here- 
tofore; business intercourse and mutual in- 
terest is doing much to level the barriers be- 
fore existing. In my travels through the Ter- 
ritory on this and a previous occasion I found 
no cause to complain; wherever I stopped I 
was welcome; my wants were supplied for 
self and beast at very moderate charges, and 
no such rapacity exhibited as is often met 
with nearer home, and no such disposition 
manifested to take advantage of circum- 
stances. A good bed of clean straw, and often 
a hair mattress, good, wholesome food, nice, 
fresh vegetables, and a cheerful, hearty, 
welcome made the stop refreshingly agree- 
able. All the Mormon Elders, and even the 
poorest and most humble that I have met, 
have been civil, hospitable, and accommodat- 
ing. At Cedar City, the next town of im- 
portance to this, the head man, Bishop Lund, 
is proverbial for the warm welcome extended 
to all Gentiles. The Bishop is a character in 


his wayj—one of the hard-working, frugal 
sort. e has accumulated a considerable 
property, lives in a very roomy, 
well-bmilt house, surrounded by several 


acres of fruit and shade trees, with his four 
wives, and with the stray dollarshe picks up 
by entertaining travelers the Bishop man- 
ages to enjoy life very comfortably. He al- 
ways greets one with heartiness and exerts 
himself to make his guest comfortable. There 
is nothing in the house too good to be set be- 
fore you. His last and youngest wife makes 
capital slapjacks, as can be proved by your 
correspondent, who gave them an un- 
prejudiced hearing. What strikes the 
stranger most particularly is the air of peace 
and quietness prevailing in all Mormon 
bouseholds. There is a cheerfulness that we 
co not understand, anda serenity most as- 
tonisbing, when we consider that there are 
several women under one roof, and all as- 
piraats for one man’s affections. Show mea 
Parallel instance elsewhere. There must be 
something Worth investigation in a religion 
that can make women amiable and charitable 
towards each other—ours utterly fails to do 
it. Itis worth whileto acquire the secret. 
Then let ministers of the gospel preach it and 
those who call themselves Christian women 
practiee it. The world at large will ve all the 
Letter for it. 

There is one institution that is both a won- 
der and an amusement—that is a Mormon 
baby. At the house (a private one) where I 
am stopping there is a little round fat fellow 
of nine or ten months, whom I have yet to 
hear cry. He rolls around the floor, some- 
times down the steps, and takes care of him- 
self. He is no trouble to anybody, but a 
source of great amusemeot. This morning 
he crawled tothe top step and rolled down, 
apparently unhurt, never whimpered, and 
commenced stuffing bimself with leaves.

RARE OLD COINS. 


The Proceeds of a Murder Committed 
Seventy Years Ago. 
| Mahanoy City (Penn. ) Cor. N. Y. Times. | 


This community has been greatly exercised 
during the past few days over the fact that 
tive boys, named Clinton C. Winters, Herbert 
Noakes, Henry and Philip Kline, and Herbert 
Enterhister, found a number of old coins ina 
tield adjacent to the borough. The coins are 
mostly English, and the dates on some of 
them run back 200 years. The report of their 
discovery yee like wild-fire, and hundreds 
rushed to the scene in the hope that a fortune 
had been buried there. One person pro- 
ceeded to — gow with pick and shovel, and 
dug al) around the spot, but without success. 
The history of the field is only knownto one 
person in the place, an old man named John 
A. Kleckner. Mr. Kleckner is eighty years 
of age, keen and intelligent. The Times’ 
correspondent called upon him and 
learned the following facts: In the vear 
1810, when the country for miles 
around here was a vast wilderness, and con- 
tained only one house, a country ion stood at 
a point which is now the central part of the 
town. A Jewish person named Foulhover 
was in the habit of going on horseback with 
his wares from Reading to] Sunbury. Ona 
particular day be stopped atthe inn in ques- 
tion. A hunter from New Jersey, named 
Bailey, was also stopping at the house. When 
the peddler alighted, Bailey carried in his 
saddle-bags for him. While doing this he 
heard the jingle of money, and, as the bag 
was heavy, he came to the conclusion that 
there was considerable gold and silver in it. 
A desire for this money at once 3 upon 
his mind, and a murderous spirit seized his 
beart. He accordingly proceeded up the moun- 
tain, and lay in ambush for the approach of 
the peddler. When Foulhover was passing 
where he lay concealed, he drew his rifle up- 
on him and shot him through the heart. Th 
horse he rode, strange to say, stood perfectly 
still, and Bailey approached and rifled the 
saddle-bags. Taking all the gold and silver 
therefrom, he carried the bags, with the 
smaller oom ¥ — * where * se 
were recently found by the boys, and deposit- 
ed them in the earth. Bailey then went to 
Reichstorlen, the proprietor. oa | } 
bands and clothes besprinkled with —— 
the cause. He repi 


that he had shota deer. He then left the inn : 
and was not heard of for some time. Persons 


going along fhe road found the body of the 
peddler and it was interred by the roadside. 
A small mouad marks the spot to this day 
and people from adjoining places never pass 
the place without referring to the fate the 
peddier met. Bailey was traced to New Jer. 
sey by the authorities and arrested. He was 
taken to Reading, lodged in jail, and tried for 
the crime. ‘The circumstantial evidence was 
strongly against bim, and he was found guilty 
and subsequently hanged. Before his death 
he made a confession in which he stated 
where he buried the saddie-bags, but the ex. 
ect spot never could be found. 

This case is spoken of as the first white man 
murdered by another in cold blood in the dis- 
trict that now comprises Schuylkill county. 
The field in which the money was found had 
recently been plowed and the coins turned to 
the surface had been cleaned by tbe rains, thus 
leadipg to the discovery. One boy holds 
over 300 of them. All the possessors of the 
coins bold them with tenacity.

The Canicule.

This, the 11th inst., is, according to some of 
the a manacs, the last ef the dog days, which, 
by their reckoning, extend from July 3io 
August 11. Otber almanacs count the days 
from July 24to August 24. They were called 
Capicular days by the ancients, Canicular 
being an old name for Canis Major. It was 
also applied toSirius, or the dog Star, the 
largestand brighest star in all the heavens, 
and situated in the mouth of Canis Major. 
From the heliacal rising of this star za star is 
said to rise heliacally when it rises just before 
the sun—the ancients computed their dog 
days, 40 in number—20 before and 20 after the 
rising of the star. The rising of Sirius was 
supposed, in that period of astronomical ig- 
norance, to be the cause of the extreme heat 
and the diseases incidental to the period. The 
old astronomers did not perceive that the two 
circumstances were merely a coincidence. 
The time of Sirius’ rising depends on lati- 
tude, and is, on account of precession, later 
and later every yeariu all latitudes. The 
star will ultimately rise in mid-winter. The 
heliacal rising of Sirius does not now occur 
until about the present date, when the worst 
of the summer is sometimes over. It is not 
so, however, this season, which is an excep- 
tion in point of torridity and discomfort to 
most seasons. The astrologists ascribed an 
evil influence to the dog days. the ancients 
ascribed it directly to Canis Major and Minor. 
There is certainly a malignant influence in 
such weatheras this. It causes great dis- 
comfort—even positive distress; it occasions 
wide-spread iliness; it mars amiability, pa- 
tience, industry, many of the virues and so- 
cial gracious, and is widely and cordially de- 
tested on merely natural, not supernatural, 
grounds. The last three months and a halt 
bave been mostly dog-dayish, and we are 
likely to have more of the repulsive weather. 
It cannot continue steadily beyond Septem- 
ber for astronemical reasons. 


A Land of No Beggars.

In the rural districts of Portugal there 
is no Nuisance ofthe kind. Au excelient sys- 
tem of voluntary relief generally supersedes 
the hard imposition of cur poor rates; the 
c untry is decidedly und-rpopulated, aud the 

easants, for the most part, are well to do. 

n some provinces they are worse off than in 
other-: but everywhere they are well fed and 
comſortably clothed; while in the more fer- 
tile aud vopulous parts of the north they may 
be said to be relatively rich.

THE IRISH TROUBLES. 

The robbing of the ship Juno in Cork 
harbor by a band of sixty men is a tolera- 
bly broad hint as to the intentions of the 
discontented part of the Irish population. 
Nothing was taken but forty-seven smooth- 
bore muskets which were in the hold, and 
a very handsome apology ‘was sent to the 
captain telling him that they had expected 
to tind breach-loading rifles, for which they 
would have given drafts on their friends in 
New York. For the past week intimations 
have been received that Ireland was quiet- 
ly arming. In two or three instances the 
English Government has discovered this 
fact, and it is only reasonable to suppose 
that a great amount of war munitions may 
have been distributed throughout the 
country before the designs of the 
Fenian leaders were exposed. This 
armament certainly means that another 
unfortunate conspiracy is coming to a head 
in the island, which will furnish another 
chapter to Ireland’s history, another failure 
to the national cause, another draft of emi- 
grants to America. Those who are at all 
familiar with Erin's story can recall the 
melancholy endings of these Fenian ris- 
ings. Since the English grasp was first fix- 
ed upon the land it has fought bitterly and 
ineffectually for freedom, sometimes with 
bright prospects of success, most frequent- 
ly with the gloomy certainty of failure, and 
it has been always unlucky. What was 
done under Silken Thomas or the great 
©’Neil in the old times has been repeated 


in 1798 and 1866. Nothing can stop 
this fighting but success, and yet 
success is almost impossible. There 


| has never been a more holy cause that men 


might give their lives for, and there has 
never been a cause which combined so 
many elements fatal to itself. It has been 
the fashion lately to say that the Irish 
were practically free, that the disestab- 
lishment of the Irish Church, and one or 
two other reforms, had left them nothing 
to fight for but a memorv. Unfortunately 
the Celtic mind is so constituted that it 
will fight for a memory as readily as it will 
resent a present wrong, andthe remem- 
brances of its history are very bitter. 
Ireland ought to be under Irish rule, the 
people ought to be free and independent, 
and there isno more reason for English 
domination in that island than there is for 
the same rule in Cabul or Guiana. The 
question has always been looked at from 
the British point of view, that it is neces- 
sary for England’s power and greatness 
that Erin should be hers. The 
necessity for Ireland's happiness and 
honor, for her peace and prosperity, has 
not been considered in the problem, and 
yet these are things which the Irish de- 
mand. Itis nota question of right, but 
of expediency, which makes the coming 
Fenian rising feared by Ireland’s best 
friends. Noattempt made this year or 
nextor within this decade can carry with 
it reasonable hope of success and the 
failure will be attended by a heavy loss of 
what has been gained by agitation and 
good parliamentary work. 


‘ONE ofthe most active agents of the 
Radical party at present is Kernan, the 
erstwhile editor of the erratic Okalona 
States.

If so we must answer that it is not the 
business of the Government to either fur- 
nish amusement or educate a class of peo- 
ple who make the furnishing of amusements 
a profession. The States provide schools 
and the General Government has done 
something in the way of a library, but 
there is no more justification for a Nation- 
al Dramatic School, conducted under the 
auspices of the Government, than there is 
for a National School of Painting or a Na- 
tional School of Journalism. Perhaps Mr. 
Barrett, actor, means that he simply 
wants somebody to endow an institu- 
tution where acting can be taught and re- 
duced to a science, and the big name 
which he proposes for it is simply intended 
to fill the ear and delight the eye. That 
there is a demand for some additional fa- 
cilities for training on the part of our 
players no one will deny. Our actors are 
degenerating under the present system 
and we are continually compelled to draw 
upon foreign parts when we want to be 
amused. A half million dollars are annu- 
ally carried out of the country by foreign 
artists which might be kept here if we 
would take the pains to develop and train 
native talent. We trust that Mr. Barrett 
will succeed in inducing some of the rich 
managers or wealthy philanthropists of the 
country to establish a College of Acting, 
and that when it is started he will have 
the good sense to enter in the freshman 


class.

political motive, in which case he may pos- 
sibly be elected to the Municipal Council 
from Belleville. Meanwhile, Berthe z zwas 
missing, and only next morning was fished 
out of the Seine, where she had thrown her- 
self in despair. Fortunately it was not too 
late to save her life, but she has entirely lost 
her reason, and, if the doctors are to be be- 
lieved, will end her days in alunatic asy- 
lum.

It appears, that in obedience to 
his Holiness’ mandate, extraordinary energy 
is being displayed in clothing the vast copula 
with new leaden garments, which are being 
rapidly fitted to three of the sixteen sections 
into which the surface of the dome has been 
divided for this purpose. The remaining 13 
sec ions took 17 years to recoat, but itis antic- 
ipated that the three now in band will be 
completed by the end of 1881. For each sec- 
tion nearly a million pounds of lead is re- 
quired, and the cost of the whole renovation 
has bitherto been defrayed by the fund com-
